are 
bound 
by 
the 
result. 
THIS, 
OF 
COURSE, APPLIES ONLY TO THOSE 
WHO REALIZE A SENSE OF HON­ 
OR ON THE SUBJECT. 
There is al­ 
way s an implied contract to the effect 
that we agree to submit our 
differ­ 
ences to arbitration by means of the 
caucus, and that contract is ju&t as 
much a contract as though it were 
formulated in writing, signed, sealed, 
acknowledged and placed on record. 
if there were no contest, it would 
be different, as in that case 
there 
would be no differences to submit to 
arbitration. 
Or, if there were fraud, 
it would afford an ex cuse for “bolt­ 
ing" the caucus, for fraud vitiates all 
contracts. 
But with a fair and square 
fight, that goes against us, there can 
be no honest ex cuse for violating the 
terms of the agreement. 
In the Republican caucus on 
the 
six teenth of August last there was a 
fight such as had never 
been 
wit­ 
nessed in 
California. 
There 
were 
several candidates for governor, and 
the state wras thoroughly 
canvassed 
“from Siskiy ou to San Diego.” 
Every 
inch of ground was covered and the 
voters were thoroughly alive to the 
points at issue. 
The old convention 
sy stem had given way to the People's 
Caucus as represented by the direct 
primary , and there was no chance for 
trading or otherwise "fix ing" things 
after the old sty le. 
It was a man-to- 
man fight and the people had the say 
as to which should be the choice of 
the G O.P. for the race now on. 
That 
choice fell on Hiram W. Johnson 
hv 
a vote that left no question in the 
minds of any one as to the will of the 
caucus. 
The unavoidable inference is that 
every voter who took part 
in 
that 
caucus fight owes it not only to his 
party , hut to his own manhood 
and 
sense of honor to help carry out the 
will of the voters as ex pressed at that 
time, which is to make Johnson gov­ 
ernor of the state. 
There must first be an issue made 
up before there can be a contest and 
a binding decision. 
Otherwise, 
the 
caucus becomes a mere 
matter 
of 
form that has no significance 
other 
than to go through

necessary 
legalities for the making
